CAPTURE OF FIFTY 


THOUSAND RUSSIANS 


CLAIMED AT BERLIN 


Germans' Report Big Detail of Prison- 


ers Taken In Fiflhtino In East 


Prussian Campaign. 


1r.Beriin. via wireless to London, Feb. 
1(-—Fifty thousand prisoners, besides 
many cannon and machine guns, were 
captured by the Germans when the 
.Russian tenth army was defeated in 
the Mazurian lakes district of East 
Prussia, according to a statement is- 
sued at general headquarters here to- 
day. 
The text of. the communication 
follo.ws: 
"In a iVe-day battle in the Mazur- 
ian lakes district, the Russian 10th 
army, consisting of at least eleven 
infantry and several artillery divi- 
sions, not only was driven out of 
strong entrenched positions east of 
the Mazurian lakes plateau, but was 
forced back across the frontier. 
"Utterly defeated at almost every 
point, only the remnants ol the army 
managed to reach the woods east of 
Sualki and Augustowo, where they 
are being pursued. The number of 
prisoners taken has not been ascer- 
tained, but 
certainly exceeded 
50,- 
000. More -than 
50 cannon, and 60 
machine guns, besides unknown quan- 
tities of war material, were captured. 
Kaiser Sees Fighting. 
Emperor. William 
was present 
during the decisive 
fighting in 
the 
center of our line. The victory -was 
won by veteran Bast Prussian troops 
assisted by other troops, who were 
young for such work, but proved 
their worth. 
"The achievements' of these troops 
under 
fearful 
weather conditions, 
marching day and night, and fighting 
against such a stubborn enemy, are 
beyond all praise." 
The Russian army in Bukowina has 
been' enveloped but' the Austro-Hun- 
sarians between the Pruth and Sereth 
rivers, according to the correspond- 
ent of the Tageblatt who say in a. dis- 
patch from Bistritz: 
"One Austrian army pushing the 
Russians from the south 
now has 
reached Storozhinetz, while another 
Austrian force having advanced east- 
ward from Marmaros against 
Wis- 
nicz, now stands in the 
vicinity of 
Czernowitz. 
"A general battle may be expected, 
therefore, south and east of Czerno- 
witz. The Russian array -has halted 
12 miles from that point, the Tage- 
blatt is informed, 
having met rein- 
forcem^nts." 


Fighting In Belgium. 
London, Feb. 17.—Heavier fighting 
is now under way in France and Bel- 
gium. The German war office asserts 
that attacks undertaken by, the Brit- 
ish and French in many places were 
repulsed.

Washington, Feb. 17.—The admin- 


istration ship purchase bill was sent 
to the senate today, following its pas- 
sage by the house early today by a 
vote of 215 to 121. 


.The measure was injected as a new 


element into the tangled situation in 
the senate, where the original ship 
purchase bill has been held up by a 
determined filibuster for weeks. The 
same stubborn. opposition that has 
long kept the senate exclusively oc- 
cupied promised to greet 
the new 
bill, which emerged from a fourteen 
hour parliamentary struggle in the 
lower branch of congress.

The passage of the bill followed a 
fourteen hours' parliamentary strug- 
gle which, until long after midnight, 
threatened 
to extend interminably, 
because of a determined 
filibuster, 
led by Minority Leader Mann, who 
yielded only after administration lead- 
ers decided to apply a second special 
rule to bring the fight to an end, 
Senators Refuse Support. 
Administration democrats got anoth- 
er set back in their fight for President 
Wilson's ship bill when they suddenly 
learned today 
that 
the 
bill as it 
passed the house last night will not 
command the support of senators Ken- 
yon, Norris or La Follette, progressive 
republicans, on whom they counted, 
nor the support of any of the seven in 
surgents of their own party. 
The plan to move to concur with the 
house amendment was wrecked by the 
discovery that the leaders. could not 
muster 
enough votes. 
Administra- 
tion leaders made no attempt to con- 
ceal their embarrassment and planned 
to send the bill to conference with the 
hope of putting on some amendments 
to command support. 
The bolting democrats were said to 
be favorable to an amendment to make 
the enterprise a temporary one to end 
with the European, war. 


Extra Session Improbable. 
Predictions that there will be no 
extrasess'ion of (congress were made 
today by leaders who discussed the 
question with President Wilson Their 
views, -it was said, were based partly 
on the belief that the ship bill would 
be passed before March 4, and partly 
SP.tJe understanding that should the 
bill fail, the president would not sum- 
mon congress to another session im- 
mediately.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 17.—A dozen 


bills imposing further restrictions on 
the liquor traffic are to be introduced 
in the Wisconsin legislature today and 
tomorrow through various members 
A few are similar to bills presented 
two years ago which failed of passage, 
and their introduction now is in con- 
formance with a campaign of educa- 
tion on excise legislation which op- 
ponents of the saloon promise to con- 
duct until legislative opinion changes 
to meet their own. 
TJie anti-liquor forces will center 
the weight of their combined power 
in , a fight against the Stemper bill 
which, proposes 
to validate saloons 
which were forced out of business by 
the Baker law. There are now ap- 
proximately 8,000 saloons'in the state, 
a?d & Is. estimated that about 1,000, 
of which Milwaukee hag 300, are 
forced out by the law.. Most of the 
support for the Stemper bill comes 
from Milwaukee, and a powerful lobby 
will be on hand for the hearing next 
we'ejc;' Proponents: of the. law' are 
planning an equally vigorous fight, 
and among the number will be John F. 
Baker of this city, who as assembly- 
man- from Jackson county in 1907 was 
the author of the. law. 
Excise hills which the foes'of liquor 
will have introduced tkis week in- 
clude the following:- 
Prohibiting the shipping of intoxi- 
cating liquor for beverage purposes 
into dry territory anywhere' in Wis- 
consin. This is the principle of the 
Webb law applied to Wisconsin com- 
munities.

Pekin, Feb. 17.—If information from 
presumably well Informed sources, 
both foreign and Chinese is correct, 
the memorandum recently given by 
the Japanese legation to diplomatic 
representatives here 
of the United 
States, Great Britain, 
France 
and 
Russia, respectively, the demand of 
the Toklo government on China omits 
certain p£ the requirements originally- 
presented to Pekin. 
These negotiations, which began. 
late in January, had for their object 
the determination of the future status 
of Japan's relations with China, and 
a 
decision respecting certain ques- 
tions concerning the future govern- 
ment of the Chinese republic. 
The 
Pekin government did not conceal itg 
concern 
over the 
situation 
thus 
brought about, and on 
February 6, 
Sun-Pau-Chi, the Chinese foreign sec- 
retary, in conference with the Japa- 
nese minister at 
Pekin, rejected 
Japan's proposal on the grounds that 
they were incompatible with China's 
sovereignty and conflicted with exist- 
ing treaties between China and other 
foreign powers. 
The Japanese minister then asked 
for acceptance in principle, stating 
that the detailed negotiations could be 
conducted later; but the Pekin gov- 
ernment returned the same answer as 
to the principles involved. 
The original demands, according to 
information from Pekin sources, were 
21 in number and were far-reaching 
both in the.ir political and commercial 
aspects. 
But it is not known whether 
the 
original demands were made orally or 
in a formal written communication. A 
memorandum as handed to the lega- 
tion of the ,Unlted States, 
Great 
Britain, France, and Russia, is under- 
stood to contain but. eleven demands. 
Germans Aroused. 
Berlin,-Feb. 17.—A political demand 
which Japan is reported to have made 
upon China during the past fortnight, 
is attracting much attention in Ger- 
man newspapers. 
The Cologne Gazette says that the 
most important step ever undertaken 
by Japan occurs at a time when all 
the great'powers of Europe are rend- 
ing each other, ant! the United States 
is playing a role which never was ex- 
pected of her.

threaten the white race."

Japan is making hay," is the comment 
of the Manchester Guardian on the 
demands made by Japan upon China

some ways are scarcely

day evening. The speakers included 
A. B. Matheson, who advised against 
the-tendency of reaction toward too 
conservative a program following the 
ultra -extravagant 
legislation of the 
past decade; then there was TV. H. 
Dougherty, who made a^i impassioned 
and oratorical appeal for that patriot- 
ism which will 
create 
in American 
citizens a reverence an'd respect for 
the great fundamental institutions of 
our government as opposed to 
the 
attempts on 
the part of petty poli- 
ticians to tear them down; there was 
C. B. Moore, who 
advocated the- re- 
tention oJ the present 
highway law; 
and Charles D. Rosa of Beloit, who 
gave some first hand information as 
to how things are done in the legis- 
lature, incidentally 
telling ' how the 
present administration stole some of 
his thunder in the shape of the plan 
for a state board to' have charge of 
all aducational affairs of the 
state; 
and lastly there was Frank A. Taylor, 
who wound up with the advice to the 
taxpayer that he had better fervently 
pray for relief from both sides. 
Pierce Was Not Present. 
There 
was 
one 
disappointment. 
Charles E. Pierce, president 
of the 
home rule and 
taxpayers' 
league, 
who was scheduled to speak, was un- 
able to be present. Press of business 
M. O. Mouat, 
the leader, , explained, 
was the reason 
for his non-appear- 
ance which deprived the club mem- 
bers of. some 
authoritative remarks 
along the line of repeal 
legislation 
and the proposed 
retrenchment pro- 
gram which the league has espoused. 
Matheson 
in his remarks treated 
several of the recommendations which 
Gov. 
Philipp made to the legislature. 
He spok-e of the general educational 
beard and 
commended it as a sub- 
ject worthy careful consideration. In 
regard to the suggestion that the leg- 
islative reference library be abolish- 
ed, the -speaker said he was opposed 
to the manner in which it had been 
conducted, although it had doubtless 
served to bring together- a mass of 
useful information which might well 
be given into the custody of the state 
historical library. He criticised 
the

of their redundance, their tautology,

"I believe that a lawyer 
with an Abraham Lincoln style of ex-

Matheson in this connection. 
Matheson declared he was loath to 
find fault with the state 
university 
and there was one department, the 
school of agriculture, which he would 
except from any reflections whatso- 
ever.

But for the personnel o 
the tax commission he had little, o 
r.raise to offer ^nd he believed tna 
Governor Philipp migh't do the 'st'ati 
a notable public service if he made 
changes in its membership- as soon 
as the opnortunity offers. The atti 
tude of the present commissioners 
and one in particular, he claimed., was 
dictatorial, innuisitorial and arbitral^ 
and far from the spirit of service and 
helpfulness which a man

office should entertain. •

closing, "to

and- discarded two 
thousand years ago and more." 


Judge Rosa Speaks. 
Charles D. Rosa of Beloit spoke as 
a substitute for T. S. Nolan. He ex- 
plained a few things about the "bill 
factory," not particularly in defense 
of it. It is composed of two depart- 
ments, one which collects material 
and information upon legislation from 
every source, and the 
other 
which 


drafts the bills as they are asked for 
by the legislators. Dr. McCarthy, he 
charged, ha'd won his pernicious rep- 
utation by his persistence in pressing 
certain of his own pet schemes before 
the legislature, but the drafting de- 
partment on the whole sought to write 
into the bills faithfully-just what the 
senators and assemblymen desired to 
say, although' they were warned at 
the outset that such measures would 
be unconstitutional.'- Lawmakers in-. 
sisted on introducing bill- after bill 
the principal significance o£ which 
was 
that 
their political- influence 
might be furthered. 
It was his remarks with reference 
to the educational system of the state 
that were heard with most interest. 
Rosa stated that the. present admin- 
istration's plan for a general educa- 
tional board which would have super- 
vision 
of state 
university, 
normal 
schools,- common schools and country 
schools, was advocated by .himself in 
the last session ,of 
the 
legislature. 
His resolution passed the assembly 
and failed in the senate only for the 
reason that it called for a- constitu- 
tional amendment. The amendment 
is necessary, he explained, because 
the present constitution outlines the 
duties of the state superintendent, ex- 
pressly creating- his office. 
The trouble with the state univer- 
sity and its alleged activity in poli- 
tics, Rosa declared, was not that it 
maintained a gigantic lobby at the 
capitol but in its, tremendous hold 
upon the people all over the state 
through .the vast number of students 
and graduates, all of whom are held 
to it by close ties for one reason or 
another. 
Consequently there is an 


enormous amount of pressure brought 
to bear in favor of the institution, 
and outsiders are continually plug- 
ging in its behalf just because of the 
debt that.they owe to it. 


Scores Normal Schools. 
"But the most pernicious education- 
al institution's in the state, from a po- 
litical standpoint," 
continued 
Rosa, 
"are the normal schools, of which 
there are nine, 'and there will prob- 
ably be ten, as I see that the present 
legislature, pledged to economy- and 
business administration, in one of. the 
first bills to be introduced 
proposes 
another normal school in northeastern 
Wisconsin, and the probabilities are 
that it will go through. 
With 
this 
scattering of normal schools in every 
part of The state there is instituted 
such a system, of log rolling as rivals 
the pork-barrel legislation 
of con- 
gress. One normal school gains sup- 
port by promising reciprocal favors to 
the others, so that they 
invariably 
get all the money that they wish. 
"In this situation where 
do 
the 
common and the rural schools stand? 
They are practically without a friend 
at court. 
Mr. Cary do«s not say a 
word.

RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE. 


That the railroads of. the' countrj 


!have been made the football of the 
postoffice department, ever since the 
parcels post was introduced, is recog 
•nized by all intelligent people, and yet 
our public servants at Washington, re 
fuse to furnish the relief which com 
mon justice demands. Worse than 
this, they lend themselves to schemes 
to increase the burdens. 


The commission on railway mail pay 


discovered that the railroads last year 
carried two hundred tons of gold from 
the Philadelphia mint to Xew York 
,'last year, for which not a dollar was 


• paid by the government. This would 
be called sharp practice, it not dis- 
'honest, and yet passes current be- 
cause the "king can do no -wrong. 


• The follovring statement from 
the 


committee is of interest: 


In a previous pamphlet the commit- 


tee on railway mail pay told how the 
treasury 
department 
obtained the 


transportation of 200 tons of gold— 
S99.000.000 worth—from Philadelphia 
to Xew York without cost to the gov- 
ernment for the railroad service re- 
quired. 


The gold was simply declared to be 


parcel post and was "mailed" as such, 
thereby compelling the railroad 
to 


carry it without additional payment 
: under its four year mail contract with 
: the government. Four special cars 
.were used and were hauled into New 
York by special engines. More than 


; 100 guards were carried the round 
. trip without payment of fare. 


The government-owned Panama rail- 


road is a; times also called upon to 
' transport treasure. Last year it car- 
ried S9.22S.660 worth across the Isth- 
mus and charged $23,129 for the ser- 
vice. 


Xew York is about twice' as far from 


1 Philadelphia, as the city of Panama is 


: from Colon. 
The value of the treas- 


ure shipped from 
the Philadelphia 


mint to the Xew York sub-treasurv 
•was more than t-ja times the value' o'f 
what the Panama railroad carried. 


Had the government paid for the 


Philadelphia-New York gold shipments 
at a rate relatively as great as th« 
Panama railroad charges for carrying 
treasure the payment for the service 


i would have been nearly $600,000. 


Such a charge would have been 


•. grossly inordinate by comparison with 
. rates prevailing in the' United States. 
The express charge ior shipping $99,- 
000.000 gold from Philadelphia to New 
York would have been 564,350. 
For 


this sum the express company would 
have undertaken to perform all the 
details of the service. It would have 
arranged for (and also paid for) the 


. railroad transportation, would have in- 
sured the gold and furnished its own 
guards. 


The railroads are not prepared 'to 


say whether the express company's 
charge for such a service—risk and 
responsibility duly considered—might 
properly be more or less than the 
sum named. 
The important fact is 


that this charge represents 
a. rate 


equal to only a little more than 10 


. per cent of the Panama railroad's rate 


for treasure transportation.
